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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed July 20, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11-13 are allowable over prior art. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Prior art teaches image capturing devices, which include both an imaging module 
located within the interior as well as aiming or guiding lights for illuminating the indicia 
being captured. Prior art however, fails to teach the specific image capturing device 
taught In claims 1 1 -1 3 of the cun'ent Invention. Specifically, prior art fails to teach the 
image capturing device for electro-optically reading indicia, wherein the device includes 
a light-trahsmissive window mounted on the exterior firont wall, an imaging module 
located within the interior of the housing, having an array of spaced-apart sensors, and 
an internal light source for providing background illumination. Prior art additionally fails 
to teach the image capturing device including a single pair of external light emitting 
diodes (LEDs) flanking the window and mounted on the exterior front wall of the 
housing, wherein the LEDs are mounted in sleeves, which project perpendiculariy past 
the window for additionally illuminating the indicia with additional illumination to 
generate a broad, brightly illuminated area in which the indicia is imaged. The specific 
claimed image capturing device is not disclosed in prior art and moreover, one of 
ordinary skill would not have been motivated to come to the above claimed invention. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
